—Difcouraged. But fays little Dawid, Let ne mans, Heart fail 
becaufe of him; Thy Servant will go and fight with this Phili- 
ftim. Now when Saal feemed to. Dilcourage him, ‘David 
-anfwered and faid unto Serves kept bus ,F ather’s 
Sheep; and there came a Lyon, and. wefe a Bear, andtok a 
Sheep out of the Flock; aud went out and re[cuedthe Lamb, and 
flew the Lyon and the Bear. And this Uneircumcifed Philittim 
‘fhall be as one of them, becaufe he railed on the Hoft of the 
Living God. Moreover, he faid,- The Lord that delivered 
me ont of the Paw of the Lyon, and out of the Paw of the Bears 
he will deliver me out. of the Hand of thw Philiftin. So David 
‘went out againft him (not. with Saul’s Armour; For {ayes 
he, J cannot go with thefe, for lam not accufomed) with his. 
Staff and hisSling, and Five SMOOTH Stones taken out 
of a Broek; and when the Philiftim faw David come, he 
Difdained him, being but a Boy, andfor the Meannets of his 
7Jnftruments of War, and faid, 4m I a Dog, that then comeft 
to.me with a Staff ? with other Difdainful. and Approbious: 
Language. But David anfwered, Thou comeft to me with -a 
Sword andwithaSpear, anda Shuld: But lceme unto thee in 
the Nawe ef the Lordof Hofts, the God of the -irmies of Mrael, 
when then baft defied ve his Day will the Lord at 
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into wine Hands, oc. 1 Sati. Chapter'¥7. Read through: 


“So David flew this great |Gyant with a Shing and a fmooth 
Stone out of his Bag, which was but 4 mean Inftrument, yet 
being handled in the Faith and Power of God, prevailed, and 
gave Ifrael Victory over their Enemies. 


Oh! how precious is this Faith, whereby the Righteous 
obtain Viétory over both. Inward. and Outward Enemies from

Verfe 12, 13, 
From whenee I conclude, and am fully fatisfied, that Life 
and Good confifts in, and is obtained by hearkening unto and 
obeying that Word that is nigh In'the Heart. © And on the 
contrary, by fleighting and ‘rejecting of it, Death and E- 
vil cometh upon the. Souls‘ of all thofe who runnifg after 
Empty Words and after the Tree of Knowledge,. and, come 
not to the Guidance of that Inward WORD. in: the 
Heart, which is able to give them ‘Acceptance with" the | 
Without Faith (viz. in this Word which purifies ‘the 
Heart) it is impoffible to plesfe Ged, and by it we have Ace 
eels unto him. But a Dead, Hiftorical or Notional Faith will 
profit none : But that which purifteth the Heart, and worketh 
by Love, and purgeth tlie Confcience from Dead ve 
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( of which Chrift isthe Author and Finifher too) that only 
And this True and Living Faith is known by the Bleffed 
Effeéts and Works of it, for as the Body without the Spi- _ 
rit is Dead, fo Faith without Works is Bead alfo, James 
And all thofe. that are true Believers ia Chrift Jefus, the 
Lamb of God, that takes. away the Sins of the World, they 
come to find the Powerful Operation of this Faith in his - 
Blood to cleanfe and purifie them from all FilthinefS both of - 
Flefh and Spirit, and hereby are made Veffels of Honour, 
and fit Temp'es for the Lord to dwell in, being fanétified 
through the Blood of -Cleanfing, and Wathed with pure 
Water, and made clean thereby; fo that an Acceptable Sa- 
crifice and a Pure Offering ‘is offered up unto God from a 
clean Veffel, which is a Sweet-Savour unto him, and well 
pleafing in his Sight ; and hereby we know that we are of 
God, becaufe we have Admittance into his Prefence, and free 
-Accefs to the Throne of his Grace; fo that whatfoever we 
ask by Faith, andin the Name of the Lord Jefus Chrift, it is 
ranted unto us. 
~ And this Faith is the Gift of God, and is received and 
witaeffed in receiving Chrift the true Light. But they that 
_ deny the Light, are Strangers to this Faith, and fo are ig« 
norant of the Blood of Cleanfing, aad of that which fhould 
reconcile them to God, and difcover unto them the Myfte- 
riesof his Kingdom. . |
